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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1 -1 7 cited in Amendment A 
dated 10-9-03. Claims 18-26 have been examined on their merits. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 18-26 in Paper No. 4 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 19, 21-22 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 19 is rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "in an un-cohesive 
state is of a first size less than a second size of at least one opening of the first current 
collector screen and capable of moving through the at least one opening, and including 
providing the first electrode active material in a cohesive form incapable of moving 
through the at least one opening in the first current collector screen". 

Claim 21 is rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "not a powder in its 
cohesive form". 

Claims 22 and 26 are rejected because there is no antecedent basis for "the at 
least one electrode". 
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Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is unclear what is meant 
by "cohesive form" and "an-uncohesive form". Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 



5. Claims 18, 20, 23-25 are allowed.
